One of the best treats we've had 
all summer is sitting with a glass 
of wine or cup of coffee and 
watching the hummingbirds at the 
feeder. We had so many visitors in 
fact that we had to get a second 
feeder for the backyard. They'll 
be migrating south soon (most 
Ruby-throated Hummingbirds 
winter between southern Mexico 
and north-ern Panama), so we're 
making sure they have plenty of 
food at the 'diner' to give them 
energy to reach their southern 
havens. But now is the also the 
time to think about those birds 
staying here for the winter. 
Setting up a feeder now gives 
the homebodies time to find the 
buffet restaurants they'll come 
to rely on once the snow flies. 


Here Birdie Birdie! 

Leaving your perennial flowers 
intact will also provide seeds and 
other tasty morsels for them. 
Watching birds at a feeder 
on a cold winter day is great 
entertainment, but remember— 
this is a commitment. The birds 
will depend heavily on your help 
the whole winter and into spring. 
Different seeds will attract 
different birds, but be aware that 
cheap seed blends (usually a mix 
of red and white milo, cracked 
corn, wheat, striped sunflower 
and other seeds) seldom 
entice the most desirable birds. 
Here are the basic good seeds 
to start with—consider it Bird 
Feeding 101.

Boy struck 
by car 

Police say the injuries that 
an 11-year-old boy sus¬ 
tained after being struck 
by a vehicle in Fort Erie 
Monday morning are 
not life threatening. 

Niagara Regional Police, 
the Fort Erie Fire Depart¬ 
ment and Niagara Emer¬ 
gency Medical Services 
responded to the call at 8:14 
a.m. after a boy was struck 
by a car that was travel¬ 
ling eastbound on Phillips 
Road near Fairview Road. 
NRPCont. Phil Gavin said 
the boy was transported to 
a medical centre in Buffalo 
in serious but stable condi¬ 
tion. The road was closed 
for several hours while offic¬ 
ers waited for more infor¬ 
mation about the extent 
of the boy’s injuries. 

Gavin said the severity of 
injuries would determine 
whether or not the Traffic 
Reconstruction Unit would be 
involved in an investigation. 
“It was determined that 
the unit was not nec¬ 
essary," he said. 

Police initially reported that 
the boy was eight years old. 

Youth faces 
break and enter, 
theft charges 

According to police, a 
16-year-old male from Fort 


Erie has been arrested and 
he is facing charges for 
stealing food and electronics. 
While on patrol near the 
corner of Catherine Street 
and the Niagara Boule¬ 
vard, a Niagara Regional 
Police officer spotted 
two males running at full 
speed from the area at 
8:55 p.m. on Sept. 9. 

The officer noticed one of 
the males was carrying a 
backpack so he spoke to 
both youths. The officer 
determined the male in 
possession of the back¬ 
pack might be in pos¬ 
session of stolen prop¬ 
erty from a nearby home. 
After further investiga¬ 
tion, the officer located 
the residence and spoke 
with the homeown¬ 
ers, who checked their 
home and found miss¬ 
ing food and electronics. 
The officer returned to 
both youths and located 
the items after conduct¬ 
ing a search of the male 
who was carrying the back¬ 
pack. The officer also found 
a knife on the male. 

The youth was charged with 
breaking and entering, car¬ 
rying a concealed weapon 
and failure to comply with 
probation. He was taken to 
the 1 District Holding Area 
in St. Catharines and was 
expected to appear at a 
bail hearing on Sept. 10.

Remembering Terry Fox 


T here's a section of 

Canada’s main highway 
named after him. 

A peak in the Rocky Mountains 
has his name on it There are 
schools and roads across the 
country named after him, 
monuments and memorials across 
the country dedicated to him. 

There is a stamp in his honour. 
A coin. Many awards and 
scholarships. 

T-shirts with his photo on them. 
Books written about him, 
movies made about him. 

And a national foundation 
raising money in his name, for 
cancer research. 

When Terry Fox began his 
Marathon of Hope 35 years ago 
he was asking for $1 from each 
Canadian. He wanted a cure for 
cancer found, and he needed help. 

At the age of 18, he had been 
diagnosed with osteogenic 
sarcoma, and had his right leg 
amputated above the knee. 

While in the hospital for 
treatment himself, he was 
overwhelmed by the suffering of 
other cancer patients, especially 
children, and decided he had 
to do something to raise money 
that would help find a cure for 
the disease and put an end to the 
suffering he had seen. 

And so on April 12,1980, he 
began running an average of 
42 kilometres (26 miles) every 
day, at first through snow, 
wind and pelting rain, later in 


the sweltering heat of Ontario 
summer days. He was forced 
to stop 143 days later, when 
he became too ill to continue. 
Cancer had spread to his lungs. 

He died in June, 1981, having 
captured the hearts of all 
who had watched the young 
man's strength and grit and 
determination as he ran across 
this large country, the resolve so 
obvious on his face becoming 
a symbol of courage for all 
Canadians. And although he died 
too young and too soon, he lived 
to see his dream realized - by 
February 1,1981, his Marathon of 
Hope had raised $24.17 million. 

Thirty-five years later, more 
than $700 million has been raised 
in his name, money that has been 
spent on cancer research and 
that is making a difference today 
in treatment and survival rates of 
many cancers, including the one 
that claimed his life. 

Unfortunately, Fort Erie doesn’t 
host a Terry Fox Run of its own. 
The last time a Terry Fox Run was 
heldinFortEriewasin2011. 

Over the next few weeks, local 
elementary schools will celebrate 
Terry Fox but it’s not enough. As 
a community, we should honour 
Terry’s memory and his spirit 
with our own event, independent 
of what the schools are doing. 

There is still a way for Fort Erie 
residents to get involved.

Things to consider when 
fall gardening 

Mulching - Fall is a great time to mulch your perennial garden. 
Adding a thick layer of mulch helps to retain more moisture in the 
soil that your perennial plants need throughout the winter months.

When the ground warms up the plant starts to grow, then when it 
freezes again it can shock the roots and cause rot.

After all the sun and heat of the summer the ground 
temperatures are nice and warm, the air temperatures are starting 
to drop to a more tolerable level, and we usually start to get more 
rain showers for irrigation. All of these combined create perfect 
germinating conditions for new seed. Also don’t forget a good 
quality fall fertilizer for your existing lawn. It helps with strong root 
development which means more of your lawn will survive the cold 
winter and also green up faster in the 
spring.
